TFHE NEW WESTMINSTER 

t'OTIIKH. 

'I'lie iiciiple of tlio lloyiil City me iiulit;- 
mmt-- mail — because thoy thialfSfctiie is u 
piospoet o( llieir losing thoir railway tliiou>;li 
tbo iucousiilerate zeal of the lender of tbo 
opposition in nioviug auil the lioiino in 
uccepting a resolution prokibitiug the em- 
ployment of Uhinese labor on the New 
WestminBter braucli. The outcome of that 
resolutiou lins bv2eu a refusal on the part of 
the Cliinailliin I'nrifio Hvnilicato to undertake 
the construotion of the branch Onless tbey 
lire iillowod to choose the kind of labor thoy 
slmll employ. As the agreement to build 
the branch lino was made and ratified /)(;/'o;r 
the passaj^e of the resolution it is hard to 
understnud how the »(((<u.-! of the company 
can bo atlectetl by it. There being no 
stipulation iu the original agreement as to 
labor the oouipany need pay no attention 
to the later ir second thought of the house 
—always supposing that the company are 
not desirous of deloying cotlstniotion until a 
more convouient season or abandoning it 
altogether on a quibble. There is an omin- 
ous tone in Jlr. .Vbbntt's liist telegiani that 
Hjipears siguilicant. He Siiys that the ooui- 
pany cannot bnild tlio New Westminster 
branch until they have completei; the exteu- 
aion (ii the niuiu lino to I'.iiglish bay. The 
telegram cat;; two ways. On one Hide it deui- 
ouslnitOH that the uiteiitioii ot Ihesyudicato 
is not to atop a* Uoal lliirhor, but to push 
Uli to EngUah I 'ay and make that their 
mainland terminus. Do the other hand, 
it ti.\03 no time limit. It may be i no 
year or twenty years before the iuterista 
of the ciimpaiiy would require liiem to 
push 01! to L'UiKlish Bay and during the 
time — vvliotiiEr it bo long or Hhort — the 
royal citizens are naked to "wait for the 
wagon." Thia may bean extreme way 
of pultinf; the caae; but the telegram ia 
nevertheleaa open to tjiat construction. 
So far as tiie wrath of the VVeslniinater- 
iana goes, it ia natural and excusable. 
We like to see men who have reason to 
believe tlial they are wroiigod, allow ru- 
aeniiiieiit. But it is always desirable that 
they should visit Lhair in(dign«tion on the 
ri^ht heads. In the absence of the 
slightest oviJonco that the refusal of the 
company lo build the branch was the out- 
growth of a conspiracy on the part of the 
local government, the district members 
and tho Coal 11 arbor apoculitors, the 
dQinoiiatrntion o,f Thursday night was a 
mistake. It is well known 'that with 
most of the "Vancouver" legialation of 
tho past session The CuluniM has not been 
in accord; but there ia nothing to show 
that the government or the district mem- 
bers are in any way responaiblo for the 
tangle of the Westminster branch. 
It was a mistake, undoubt- 
edly, to attempt to interfere 
with an ngreomont that had been already 
ratified, and tho terin.s of which were in 
course of fulfilment, ft waa an error into 
which, as Mr. T. Davie aaid, twenty-four 
out of twenty-five men would have fallen. 
But suppose it can be shown that the 
parties responsible for the whole muddle 
are the Jfew Westminster town council. 
What then? Listen: At the regular 
meeting of the New Weatminater city 
council, held on Monday, the 28th 
Deceiniaer, 1885, a communication was 
read from Mr. t)rr calling tho attention 
of that body to the fact that the agree- 
ment between tlie provincial government 
and the Canadian I'acitio railway com- 
pany did not e.xcludo Chineao labor from 
the New Weatminstor branch railway, 
and urging upon the council the duty of 
making provision for that purpose. The 
olork was, therefore, instructed to com- 
munioato with Mr. Orr, informing him 
that every precaution would bo taken by 
the council to accomplish that object. So 
far as the public were informed, there the 
matter rested till Air. Beavon's resolution 
was suddenly sprung upon tho legl-sla- 
turo oil the brat instant. Then Mr. Orr 
recited the circumsfcancea above stated 
and informed the house that the New 
Westminster corporation had saddled 
thoir bonus with the conditi„'n that no 
Chinese labor should be employed nn the 
work. Uiider these ciroumstaiicea and 
without time for reflection, there appeared 
to be no course open to the house but to ac- 
cept the resolution. The corporation most 
concerned, they wero assured, had done 
similarly, and the legislature could not 
well do loss, especially as it waa in accord 
with the policy of the government, the 
legislature, and tho avowed wishes of the 
country. But the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way company objected, and they had a 
right to object. The agreement having 
been duly e.xecuted, and security lo the 
extent of a rj'.:irter of a million for tlie 
fulfillment of that agreement depoaited, 
the company naturally demur to a fresh 
oonditicn being thus unceremonioosly 
thrust upon them by the legislature or 
any other body, and if our e.xcitablo friends 
on tho banks of the Fraaer had exercised 
their temper less and their reason more, 
they would in all probability have bocoino 
convinced of tho fact that tho agreement 
could not be varied, overridden, or in any 
way affected by the resolution, uiileas the 
conlsracting parties accepted its obliga- 
tions. A reference to the agreement con- 
cluded months ago between the provincial 
govornment and Iho Canadian I'acilic 
Railway companj' ouglit to have satistied 
any reasonable person that the objection 
to " Complete the New Westminster 
branch on or before the Slat day of De- 
cember, 1886, and thereafter maintain 
and operate the same," ia just as binding 
upon the company and just as much cover- 
ed by tho quarter of a million aocurily, 
actually deposited, as any other item in 
that ogreem jnt. But, unfortunately, pas- 
sion appears to have pushed reason to the 
wall; and so a people usually orderly and 
self respecting were led into excesses in 
word and action which we feel assurd 
they will regret whan passion cools. 

CA DINET UKPRESENTATWN. 

An evening contemporary argues, be- 
cause a great city like Montreal has no 
representative in the cabinet that British 
Columbia need not grumble it its rights 
in that respect have boon passed over. 
Population should not be regarded aa pre- 
ferring a claim so much aa territorial con- 
siderations; and, while a trade centre like 
Montreal may be paused oyer without 
eliciting unfairarable ooinnient, a prime 
minister who should ignore a province 
lihe Quebec would speedily find that his 
seat was not worth an hour's purchase. 
Not alone is a province placed at a grave 
disadvantage m failing ^to secure cabinet 
rooogniliun; tho niiuistry is equally at a 
disadvantage when questions arise during 
the recew that vitally affect the interests 
'■'of arT'iinrepreBen'tied section as large as 
British Columbia. Sir John Mncdonald 
recognized thia diaability eight years ago, 
irhen he found it necessary to appoint 



Hon. Mr. Trutch aa agent of the Do- 
minion government here ao that the mm- 
istry might be informed while the house 
was not in session of the requirements of 
the country. Thia appointment was en- 
tirely outside of the coiistitiition. but the 
fact that it was deemed iieceasary is 
sufficient to show that the government 
felt they could not govern tho province 
properly without the asaistance of a oonfi 
deiitial advisor. Our contsmporary sug- 
gests that if British Columbia sent tho 
"timber" for a cubiiiet ropresetative, it 
would Boon be cenceded. Froin what we 
have seen of the material ffom which 
members of parliament are made at 
tliRoast, wo are of the opinion that the 
delegate from the Pacific will conipare 
very favorobly with thoso_froin any other 
province. It ia all very well to siieor at 
our representatives; but taken all in all, 
man for man, there is not one of thetii 
whose advice would not bo of value to the 
rainiatry in all matters all'ecting the prov- 
ince. Air. Shakespeare's courau is a prop- 
er one. British Columbia i« entitled to a 
seat in the cabinet, and if the material is 
not always such us Sir .John deems desir- 
able, he must bow to tho will of the peo- 
ple and make the best of the situation.

Sr. Lofi.s, April 0.— 2:40 p.m —Deputy 
guards stationed at the Louisville sod 
Nashville yards, near Broadway, fired 
into a crowd of 300 strikers about 2.30 
this afternoon. Five men and one wo- 
man were shot. Throe men are killed 
and the woinaii is supposed to be mer- 
tally wounded. The killed are Pat. 
Bristol, an employ^ of the water works, 
and not a striker; Oacar Worthingtun, a 
painter; .John Brohman, a water worka 
laborer, and not a striker. Majiir Rich 
ardaon, shut in the head and shoulder, 
will probably die. Mrs. John Pfeitlor 
was shot in the baok, and probably mor- 
tally wounded. An unknown was shot 
at tho bridge approach. The crowd made 
no attick on the yards aa at first re- 
ported, but wero standing on the Caho- 
kia bridge near the Louisville and Nash- 
ville yards, juering at the guards, when 
without apparnnt provocation tho deputies 
levelled their rifles and fired two volleys. 
The crowd immediately separated, run- 
ning in all diretlions, and tho deputies 
ran over tho Cahokiu bridge toward the 
Missouri river bridge, still holding their 
rifles and firing to cover their retreat. 
When it was known by the strikers that 
tho guards had fied, the former returned 
to recover their dead. They found Pat. 
Bristoe and Oscar Worthiiigtoii lying on 
the Cahokia bridge, and wero dead when 
picked up; John Brohman was also found 
lying on the bridge, but showed signs of 
life. He WM taken to the switch house, 
but died in a few minutes. Mrs. Pfeilfor 
was found lying on the railroad about one 
hundred yards from the Cahokia bridge, 
and was carried by her husband to a drug 
store on Broadway, near the crossing, 
where she is now in a critical condition, 
Major Richardson waa taken into a hotel 
nearby, where physicians are now attend- 
ing him. The" crowd after the firing be- 
gan to run up Broadway shouting 

"to au.m.s, to ak.m.s 1 
W^e will get guns and return that fire !" 
Women and children ran out of their 
houses and met them in the street weep- 
ing and wringing their hands. The crowd 
returned to tho scene and the e.x.citemeiit 
had abated, when several leading atrikura 
drew revolvers and swore they would 
drive all deputies out of tho city, even at 
the loss of their own Uvea. It is ascer- 
tained that another man, named T, E. 
Plimpton, is among the killed. 

SUOOTINll A fllTAni). 

LiTTLB Rock, Ark., April 9.— At 1 
o'clock this morning Deputy Slieritf Wil- 
liams, who has had charge of the force 
of deputies guarding tho St. Louis and 
Iron Mountain roundhouse and machine 
shops in Argeata, opposite this city, was 
approached by F. H, Darloy, a leading 
member of the Knights of Labor, and 
notified to take his force away or they 
would be put out. Williaina said: "I'll 
tako you in now, " and seizing Darloy, 
locked him up in ono of tiic rooms. Just 
then the outlines of twenty or thirty men 
wore seon a short distance away, and 
Williams ordered them out, saying iie was 
there to guard tho property and would do 
it if he fell in his tracka. .Some ono from 
the crowd replied: "WolL die, then," 
and a regular shooting between tho depu- 
ties and their assailants began. Probably 
a hundrod ahota were fired, and Williami 
wag dangarously woiiiided.'' He got a ball 
in his right aide, and one or two other 
lesser wounds in ether portions of his 
body.

THE RIOTS I«r ST. LOUIS. 

Lui'trc Fire iu Massacliuscus — 
Ten Firctueu Are Biii-lcti 
iu tlic Kiiins.

EASTRKN STATES. 

Sr. Loins, April 10—1 05 a. ui.— Sev- 
eral fires which broke out ^uiiultaneously 
in ditleront railway yaida last night are 
now under control. Fifty freight cars, 
scale houses and a lumber yard are coiu- 
pletoly destroyed by the lire, but the 
round-houses and shops are partially 
saved. No railway olhciala are around to 
direct tho troops where they will be most 
needed. Tho fires wore all incendiary 
and started about 9 o'clock last night. 
L«rge crowds of strikers and ciiizons are 
collected in groups over tho city and are 
still determined to have revenge for yes- 
terday's massacre. Tho public sentimoiit 
is running high, and firemen and engines 
were sent for from St. Louis to help put 
out tho fires, but their hoae waa cut and 
the men intimidated. They returned 
without assisting. 

The executive board of Knights of La- 
bor, when news of the shooting reached 
them, proceeded at once to £ast St. 
Louis and there conferred with a number 
of citizens and got tjie general opinion as 
to the terrible affair. After advising 
everyone against violence, the board ro- 
turiiod to thia side and prepared the fol- 
lowing telegram, which they sent out aa 
an expression of the boaid's opinion of 
the all'air: 

"Sr. Lolls, April l>. — To .lay (Joiild, 
I4uw York: The following advertiaoniont' 
appeared in man, of tho le.iding papers 
of the 7ili inat. : 'Louiavillo &, Naahville 
U. H. Co. 's oflicB of agent, April (j. No- 
tice—Ten good men from here are want- 
ed as deputy marshals at East St. Louis 
to protect the Louisville & Nashville em- 
ployes. Five dollars per day and board 
will bo paid. Also a number of j.latform 
men can be given omploymoiit. Only 
men who have plenty of grit and mean 
buaineas need apply. Apply at once to 
T, S. Genung, Agent.' How well this 
advertisement hns been answered- may bo 
seen by their work of to-day in Eaat St. 
Louia. Six men and ono woman were 
murdered by those who had plenty of grit 
and meant business. By your actions in 
refusing the peaceful negotiations solici- 
ted by the board fur arbitration, you, 
and you alone, aiuat be held reafonsible 
by tho world for tho lives of these inno- 
cent people. 

'(.Signed.) John H. Haykh. 

Per ordor of tho board." 

8:150 a. m. — The city has befcn in a state 
of panic during the entire night, owing 
to the numerous incendiary fires; but with 
the presence of thfl military, who are 
guarding all the main line tracks diverg- 
ing from the relay depot, something like 
order appears to promise for the day. It 
is not possible at this hour to more than 
approximate tho damage by tho night's 
fires Th«y wors all confined to railroad 
property, and the officers sent with the 
troops report that about twenty to thirty 
cara in all were deatroyud, loaded with 
iiieichandiaoand coal. The greatest dam- 
age occurred at tho Cairo Short Lino 
yards, about one mile from t.he relay 
depot, where probably fifteen cars 
were destroyed, and the flames for a time 
throatened destruoi..un to the one or two 
hundred cara in tho immediate vicinity. 
The yards wero unprotected by the 
presence of an active deputy or ollicer 
of any kind until Company D, of 
Champaign, arrived on the scene. Two 
members of this company were found who 
could fire .and run a locomotive; and a 
switch engine being placed at their dis- 
posal, thoy succeeded in dragging away 
from the burning cars ono hundred box 
and coal cars. Three companies of troops 
wore now stationed at the Louisville, 
Nashville, and Cjiiro short line yards. 
The main body of the troops, beyond the 
few sentries stationed at the railroad 
switches, remain in the vicinity of the 
relay depot. No serious opposition has 
beset tho troopa. 

10 a.m. — No disturbance has occurred 
since t> o'clock this morning. At a few of 
the railroad crossings and at street cor- 
ners there have been small gatherings of 
discontented men, but they are quietly 
dispersed by the sentinels. The sheriff 
has dismissed all his deputies with thu 
exception of throe or four men, depend- 
ing entirely upon the troops, .ind under 
their protection all of the platform raon 
and yard men of tho Burlington road 
have returned, and freight trains are run- 
ning this morning without moleat'ition. 
Incoming iiassengor trains over all the 
roads without f^xoeption arrived close upon 
schedule time. Tho superintondeut of the 
Bridge company stated this morning that 
had (iovornor Oglesby sent a HiiuiU bady of 
troops here when first rei|uested none of the 
meu would havo been intimidated, and 
would have remained at their posts. A few 
railroad ollicials have remained here on 
duty, but ill the eoufasioa and alarm occa- 
sioned by the fires last night there wero 
very few people in authority who could 
even guide tho troops to the scene of the 
burning cars. At the Louisvillo and Nash- 
ville freight depot forty unarmed clerks were 
impri.sonod, and wore afraid to leave the 
building to encounter the angry crowds that 
remained iu tlio vicinity. They found :io 
difliculty in leaving the scene under the 
guidance of armed deputies. Both shoritV 
and mayor hold the view that tho pres- 
ence of soldiers was uU that was required to 
restore peace and order. The city authority 
is confessedly weak and the seatimout of 
tho community is illustrated in the fact that 
among the strikers arrested a few days ago 
by the shoriiy, wheu released on bail, wore 
many who had been sworn in as city polico- 
meu, and had come in oonfiict with tbo 
state ofBcors represented by the deputy 
sheriffs. 

St. Louis, April 10.— 12 :30 p. m.— A few 
of the strikers have approached near tho 
Relay depot in squadfi throughout the fore- 
noon and watched the movements of the 
troops. Home of these known to the rail- 
road oflicials as leaders of the violent section 
have been pointed out and placed under 
arrest. Seven or eight of those men are 
now under nu armed guard near the Relay 
depot. . Shortly after 12 o'clock a striker 
named .Vlcxauder Sweeney was challenged 
by a sentry named Kent, a private iu com- 
pany C, Fifth infantry. 'fo an iujuuction 
to "move on," he drew a revolver and re- 
marlted, "Yon are too pretty to shoot, "and 
turned to walk away; but returning abruptly 
fired at Kent. The latter clubbed his iuuh- 
kot, knoo&ed away tho reydlTsr and took 
the man in charge. 

New Yobk, April JO. — The transconti- 
nental lines have again extended tho ruling 
low rateu to California. Thoy aunouucu 
that the rate ia extendod until Tuesday, but 
l>ractically they are extending tlis ratea 
until Saturday next. 



It transpires that a young man named 
Andrew Jones, a Knight of Labor, waa 
shot yesterday, and ho is not e.xpected to 
live tliroughout tho day. He will make the 
eighth person killed thus far. 

Hotela of the city, and all proprietora 
of shops, have been warned by the atrikera 
not to entertain or harbor any of the aol- 
diera or non-strikers. 

Adjuiant General Vance was waited 
uposi this afternouii by Bailey and Hayes 
of tho general exeoutive comnaittee, 
Knights of Labor, who deatred the release 
of certain members cf their order now 
under arrest for refusing to keep clear of 
the railroad grounds when directed by the 
troopa, including tho 0110 who firod a re- 
volver at tho sentry to day. The request 
was refused. Tho Knighta declared thoir 
willingness and desire to aid the state in 
preserving order, and deprecated the af- 
fair of yesterday. They exproai the view 
that none of their order wero entraged in 
tho affray or are responsible for it. It is 
probable that the governor will be com - 
pelled to order here a large force. 

The adjut'int general to-night, by di- 
rection of the governor, ordered seven 
additional companies of the uth and Sth 
regiments to report here at once. Thia is 
not owing to fear of an open conflict with 
tho riotoua element, but sitnply aa a pre- 
caution to secure tho guarding of railroad 
and other valuable property. The city 
has very few policemen and very limited 
facilities for subduing fires, The arrival 
of the additional force will niiike seven- 
teen companiea of infantry in addition to 
a (iatling gun dotachmoiit. 

11 p. 111. — Reports irom every portion 
of the city show that absolute quiet has 
prevailed up to thia hour; buaineas streets 
deserted, and no arrests have occurred of 
trespassers on rail.oad property. 

Lawiiknck, Mass., April 10.--Pember- 
ton mills caught tire this morning. A 
number of men stationed themselves on 
tho roof of tho mill adjoining. Thoir 
weight was too groat, and tho roof gave 
way. The building fell and buried ten 
firemen. All were killed. In addition to 
this number othora wero badly injured. At 
1:30 p m. the Uro began to succumb to 
the efi'orts of the firemen, and it is possi- 
ble the main miii will be saved. Search 
now being iiiade for the men who were 
buried. Should the fira spread to the 
hext building it will Ha itnpogsible to pre- 
vent the loss of millions of dollars. 

New Yohk, April 10. — U. S. aecrot 
sercico oflicors arrested two men .this 
morning vlio aro charged with being ac- 
cessories to the manufacture of over 
$100,000 in 5!lO notes on Kl Banco del 
Kstndo do Bolivia, of United States of 
Columbia. The allBgod prineipal ia Ray- 
moii Arjona, and his accomplice ia Riy- 
mon Iluyez. The former ia from Cartlia- 
guiia Or Colon; Ituyez ia a West India 
Spaniard. Both inoii are vtry respecta- 
ble in ttppeoranco, and are apparently 40 
or 45 years of age. 

The Advance Labor club, of Brooklyn, 
haa sent f400 for di«tribution among the 
strikers of St. L'>uia.

If I read Irish his- 
tory aright, misfortune and calamity have 
weiided her aona to their auil with an em- 
brace yot closer than is known elaewhere, 
and tile Iiiahnmu ia still more profoundly 
Irish; but it doef i,i:t follow that because 
his local patriotism ia strung he ia incapa- 
ble uf imperial uutriutism. There are 
two iiiodos of presenting the subject 
which 1 have argued; one of them is to 
present what we now ii commend as good, 
and the other ia to pn-sent it as a choice 
of evils, and as the least among tho varied 
evils with which, as puasibilities, wo are 
coiifroiitcil. 1 do not know whether it 
I may appear too bold. In my own heart 
I cherish a hope that this is not merely a 
choice of the leaser evil, but that it may 
bo proved, ere long, good in itself. [Loud 
cheors J There is, I know, an aiiawer to 
this, and that answer ia unly found in a 
view which rests upon a basis of despair, 
of absolute condemnation of Ireland and 
Iribhinen aa exceptions to those benefi- 
cial proviaiona which have made in gen- 
oral Fuiopeans, in particular Eiigl'ahmen 
and Aineric.uis, ca;).ible of .self govorn- 
lueiit; that an Irishman ia juitiirdc; 
that justice, common sense, moderation 
and national prosperity have no meauinc 
for him: that all he can understand and 
all that he can appreciate is strife and 
perpetual dissenaiun. Now, air, I am not 
going to argue in this house whotlior thia 
moiiatrous view [Irish cheersj ia a correct 
one. I say that an Irishman ia aa capa- 
ble of loyalty aa any other man. [Re- 
newed cheers.] Hut if hia loyalty has 
been checked, why is it the "laws by 
which be ia goveriiod do not prosont 
themselves to him as they do to us in 
England or Scotland, with a native con- 
genial element. 

THE FI.SAI. .vri'ii.u.. 
■'1 have no right to say that Ireland, 
through her constitutionally elected mem- 
bers, will accept the measure I propose; 
1 hope they will; but 1 have no right to 
aaauino U. Nor have I any power to oii- 
forco it upon tho people of England and 
Sc. tland, but I rely upon tho patriotism 
and sagacity of this liotiao, on free and 
full disetisaion, and more than all" upon 
tho just, generous aeiiliments nf two 
I5riti,-<li iiationa. .\i;d looking forward, I 
ask tho hou.-ie, believing that no trivial 
motive could have driven ua to aaaist in 
the work we have undertaken — the work 
which wo believe will restore parliament 
to its free and unimpeded course — 1 ask 
them to stay the waste of public treaauro 
under the pronoiit ayatom of L'ovornmeiit 
and adnuniatration in Ireland, which is 
not a wa.ste only, but a waste which de- 
moralizes while it exhausts. 1 ask Ihoin 
to show to Kurope and America that wo, 
too, can face political problems which 
- nerica had to face twenty years ago, 
and which many countricMin Europe have 
been L-uUnd upon to (Ho and have not 
feared to deal with. 1 ask that wo shall 
practice as wo have very often preached, 
and (hut in our own oate we should bo 
lirni and fearless in applying doctrines wo 
have often mcalcuhited in others, that 
conceaaion of local self government ia not 
tho way to sap ami impair, but to 
a'.rengtheii and conaolidate unity. 1 aak 
that we should loam to rely leas on mere 
written sti|>ulalion& and - more on thoau 
better ati|julal iiuia written on the heart 
and the mind of man. I ask that wo 
alionld apply to Ireland the happy oxper- 
ionoo we have gained in Fngland and 
Scotland, where the conrae of genorationa 
has now taui,'ht ns, not aa a dream or 
theory, but aa a lu.itter of practice and of 
life, that tliu beat and surest foundation 
We can lind to build on i.'i the foundatirui 
afforded by the alioction.-i uiil convictiuna 
and thtf will of man, and jt'iai if, ie thus, 
by will of the .Minighty, fur mure than by 
any other method, that we may bo en- 
abled to accure at luice social happineas, 
power and |ierni.inunce of the empire." 

Mr. Gladalona resumed his seat amid 
buralM of eiilhii.'iiaatic clieera, which were 
fluslaiiied tor several minutes. Mr. 
tiladatoiie's apeech waa three hours and 
twonty-tive miuutoa in duration, fcle 
finished at 8 o'clock.

The bodies, 
according to law, hung for an hour, when 
it devolved on the hangman to cut them 
down; and the time arrived for him to 
give his attention to the aciiuisition of his 
rather ijhaatly perquisites. At 10 o'clock, 
while ladies and gentlemen resident in 
the principal hotel of the . city 
were at breakfast, Mr. Berry entered the 
apartment and attacked with fine appe- 
tite .the meal set before liim, Thla world 
is a world of coniproniisea, but the lady 
and gentleman breakfasting in the coffee 
romii of the "County" were not endowed 
with auflioient philosophy to recognize 
that truth in the conditions that con- 
fronted them. There is a popular, if cap- 
tious, prejudice against the hangman at 
close quarters; there was now an irruaist- 
iblo revulsion against the hangman, reek 
ing from his "professional functions, ' 
troubling this gentleman for the mustard 
and handing that lady the salt-cellar. 
The occupants of the coffee room rose 
and precipitately left it to the sole 
occupation of Jack Ketch The ho- 
tel ctliciala professed their inabil- 
ity to interfere toward an alter- 
ation of the situation — a supineneas 
against which some remonstrancea were 
made with a certain emphasis. Mr. Berry 
leisurely finished his meal, sauntered out 
into the hall, where an old gentleman was 
acting as spokesman of (he exiled break- 
fastern, proclaiming himself a public 
officer of credit and rospoiisibility , de- 
nounced the old gentlemen violently as a 
"blackguard" for objecting to liia society, 
expressed a burning anxiety tu Lick him 
out of the house, wound up by a fervent 
hope that he might some day experience 
his profeaaional attentions, and carried 
out his bat by walking into tha smoking- 
room. Sir bcrnard liurke does not allot 
the hangman a place in his table of pre- 
cedence, which is' an obvious omisaion.— 
London News.
